VERY  IMPORTANT 

Each  member  entitled  to  vote  shall 
receive  his  ballot  from  the  Returning 
Officer,  and  after  marking  it  shall  re- 
turn it  to  the  Returning  Officer,  who 
shall  deposit  it  in  the  ballot  ibox. 

A majority  of  the  total  number  of 
votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  elec- 
tion to  any  office.  The  Hare-Spence 
system  of  voting  shall  be  used.  In 
the  Hare-Spence  system  of  counting, 
the  voter  marks  opposite  the  name  of 
the  candidate  for  whom  he  wishes  to 
vote,  the  figure  1 ; while  opposite  his 
second  choice  for  this  office  he  marks 
the  figure  2;  and  opposite  his  third 
choice  the  figure  3 ; and  so  on. 

When  the  number  of  “first  choices” 
are  added,  the  candidate  with  the  low- 
est number  goes  out  and  his  “second 
choices”  are  distributed  among  the 
others,  counting  as  first.  This  method 
of  elimination  is  followed  until  two 
are  left,  and  the  candidate  with  the 
largest  count  is  declared  elected.
